IJie fact that Pal, throush which their 
nioHt direct rojid Iny, was .-i closed 
Luuniry, The firi^t pan of ihelr Jour- 
ney was ihrouçh a tropical pai .id se, 
îvll)oil rather a roclty one. Rhododcn- 
dnim.s, honeysuckles and other ffor- 
i^cous tropical flowei-s spread across 
tlio .slopes. HiiKe multi-coloured but- 
lerriies were everywhere: beautiful 
bird.s flocked the trees. 

But ihiM wa-s coon left far behind 
iiiid the climb took on ,i much more 
.■■ici-lîo and formidable character. ■ The 
jilatoau of Thibet was reached. At an 
dttitutk' of 15.000 feel Ihe watorfalifi 
wore frozen! 

The Thlbct'-ans thcmtiulvea are an 
extremely tniprcposscssing race. Thoy 
never bathe, for that would remove 
their cxtrenKly u^<■f■ll fo.itinc of dirt, 
a wonderful iirolecilon from the cold, 
they have, liowever. a keen sensCiOf 
liumor, there beini; nothing a typical 
Thlbetlnn enjoys more than to have 
some one tjiko him by the chin and, 
giving- him a vigorous push, .«iliove 
liim over batliw.irds. Our own pu(jiliat8 
miljnu find this an InterestinB form 
of nmiiHcment, it Is doubtful, however. 
It their friends would think It quite 
no amusinp. 

The>' now Iransforrcl tlitii' ba^pa^îe. 
consisting of food for six months, tents 
clolhiiB and oxygen aixpamtus, to 
"i'.ak.s. These wonderful animal.s, al- 
though verj- c:umsy and un(;a!nly 
-jractlcally tnako life possible In liiese 
clline.-: for they not only supply trans- 
jjort, l<ut food and wool as well, ilere 
their great difficulty was to find fod- 
der for their branspori. animals. 

The party generally brc<i.kfa«led in 
tlie open in order that tlioy might 
make an earlier .--tai-i. It \va,s usually 
necessary, neverthelfrbs to frfccil the 
icntB for their noon-duy rnejil a.s a 
higrh wind habitually rose at this |M?r- 
lod of the day. 

Jlagis or inuKic!;jns visited' their 
camps not infreiiuenlly .md be<;ame 
Homething of ,o nuiwinoe. The party 
liawcver, from' reminding them that 
their pi-esence was undi-sired owing lo 
the fact that one member of the party 
fas collecting their music whlcli !;.. 
afterwards presented to a ixmdon au- 
dience. 

One third of the population of Thi'..- 
ei consiijUi of Lamas, the Xiuddhisl 
priests, and this the dirtictil and laz- 
iest third at that. The lamaisl him a 
ra,ther unique and interosting method 
of 'Praying. He writes hls supplication 
to the Gods upon a cylinder which, 
when he wishes to prury he revolves 
ill Ills haiitl or, if lliis be too much 
tiouble, he mounts it on a spike and 
lets the wind or water turn it for Jilm, 
if the water be not frozen! These 
prayer whoels vai-j- in size from a few 
li.ches in diamerler to len feet.

The cold became severe. Alany suf- 
fered from dangerous frostbites. One 
befirci*, indeed, was frozen so severely 
.tiuit It was feared it would be neces- 
J»*ry to amptitato hi« handstand feet.

J. S. Woodsworth has boon^outstand- 
ins In tSic Ufibor'Movement In Carnuda 
for many years, associating himself 
prominently with tho chlc^ events in 
its history. Beginning as a minister in 
the Methodist Church, he has htid o. 
chequered career. 

In 1916 he was appointed Director 
of the Bureau ■ of .Social Research for 
the Governments of .Manitoba, Sask- 
cichwan and Alberta. As the World 
V^a.r continued, his position as an op- 
ponent of the War became more dif- 
rioult. When' tho registtirion scheme 
uas brought forward, the duty of tak- 
ing a public stand became clear and 
in a letter lo the Manitoba Kree I'ress 
he stated his views on the subject. 
I-'Var this .Mr. Woodswoith was dismiss- 
ed. ^ 

111 IKOT he reKign<!d from the Meth- 
odist Church becuuHc of difference In 
doctrinal beliefs but after a committee 
Investigation wax urged to reconsider 
his decision. In 1918 he resigned again. 
This time the trouble was not one of 
do<:tiine or discipline liui the iinor- 
thodoxy in economics and politics. 
This time his resignation was accept- 
ed. 

Mr. Woodswoiih then bccam<- a 
lopgsboreniaii .'it the wnli;-i--fronl nf 
Vuncojiver. A year later he was in th"! 
groat Ccneral Strike in Winnipeg. He 
was the edltoi- of the Workers' paper 
"The .Strike Bulletin". He wius arrest- 
ed and the ij.xpor was supiiressed. lie 
wu« chai-Ked «lth seditious Hbel and 
sentenred lo J.all. 

After serving iils term, Mr. Woods- 
woith u.SHOciated hlniself with the !ja- 
bor Paity in the West and onlerod 
{'.trllament on the l.Ji.bor ticket, Hero 
he lias been a cons!.stem fighter In the 
inteifislH of iiLs party.

The Question of India Will In- 
volve the League of 
Nations 



'To use the terms EJmp re or 
Commonwealth with reguiYl to the 
possessions of Bngfasnd la rather er. 
ronoius" vma perhaps the most out- 
standing tboueht in the paper which 
I'hiliiii Matthams gave before the 
League of Nations Club uust night n 
tho Strathcona Hall. The subject' of 
the evenlne was the Future of the 
British Empire with regard to the 
League of Nations and after the paper 
there w.as a var ed discussion which 
embraced all sections of the empire 
but eventually it centreit more around 
the question of the Brit sh in India 
Tho next meeting of the club s to be 
held ,at the home of the president: 
Professoi- Parsons and will be on 
December 19th when the aspects of 
tho countries who are still withhold- 
ing from membership of the Leajrue; 
such aa Amer cji and Russia; will bo 
dealt with by competent authorities 
The speaker continued that since 
the Inevitable break away of the 
American colonies, the Hritish policy 
of empire expansion seemed to be 
concoiitrate<l aboan tho colored racea 
in countries which are situated 
around tho tropics. If there had been 
any serious attempt on the part of 
the peoples to go agtiiiiHt tho rule of 
tho British the home government h.ad 
Klvon in to their defrlres in tho long 
run. After spendliip tliree years of 
expensive war agnTnst the Boors in 
South Africa they had virtually hand- 
ed oVi.r the oontroi to tli.. people 
whom they had boon previously fight- 
liis. It was tt question what would 
happo.i If India wore to adopt the 
aamo attitude. 

Tho various form.H and type.s of 
oolonlal government were given in 
brief by the .srieakor together with a 
.em.. no of the history of .-espoctlve 
possosaio.. an.l its present position to

MACCABAEAN CIRCLE 



Question Dealt With Histori- 
cally and Philosophically 
by Speakers 



^^^^ 



"1 shall discuss the relations of tho 
Hebrews and the Greeks historically, 
and my collègue .V. Kdul, shall dlM- 
cUKs their relations philosophically." 
With these words, B. M,. Alexandor 
opened his address at tho Maccabaean 
Circle meeting hold In tho Union yes- 
terday. 

"The Hebrew and the Greeks fill a 
large part of .Icwish history. About the 
sixth century B.C., the Jews know 
more about the Greeks than tho 
Greeks knew about tho Jews. Tho 
Jews were still under the control of 
the Babylonians. They knew all about 
the Greek art, sculpture, etc. At the 
battle of Plataua, the Greeks defeat- 
ed tiic Persians. Ther^ were Jews 
serving In the Persian army, and thi.i 
was the first encounter between the 
Jew.s'^nnd Ihe Greeks. In 1333 B.C., 
Alcxandor the Great wont down Into 
A»\a. and through Palestine. Palestine 
was a very small kingdom then. When 
he inarched tlirough the country,' he 
marched as a conqueror and was re- 
clevod by the Hebrews as such. They 
therefore changed their religion from 
Persian to Greek. Alexander's idea 
\va.<? not to form military units in 
.vs'a, but to settle Qreek colonics 
th«r«. 

After his death, his empire was divi- 
ded into throe sections, his son re- 
ceived the Greeoian part, .md Asia 
and Egj'pt went to two of his generals. 

Ptolemy, one of his generals, 
made Egj'pt very flourishing.- (Egypt 
and Syria were Greek although their 
name implied differently). In Egypt, 
he cotttinucd the building of Alexan- 
dria which was started by Alexander. 
He encouraged settlers to live there. 
Among them was a large number of 
Jews, with their coming, there is an 
interesting development. Natives re- 
lented the coming of foreigners. Thus 
Jews and Greek were considered in

Anyone passing along Sherbrooke 
Street, In the vicinity of McGill, at 
six o'clock on Saturday night, would 
have been .startled by u loud explosion, 
coming from tho direction o1" the Mac- 
donald Physics, and, had they looked 
In that direction, they would have been 
still more startled to observe thou- 
sands of brillant sparks flying In the 
air. But they needn't have been the 
least bit worried, for it was merely 
Dr. Barnes demolishing a block of Ice 
with his famous Thermite, foi' the 
benefit of Dr. Kasmusson, the explorer, 
who was vsllting here. 

To the small crowd gathered around 
to witness the experiment, it was an 
inHpirin^' Hisht to see Dr. lîanie.i Uftht 
the fuse whicli led to the cylinder of 
Thermite imbedded In the Ice, and 
then calmly walk .away, n>i If what 
was about to happen were nothing .at 
all. Wlinl toiik place after thnt hap- 
pened quickly. The whole block of 
ice became illuminalod, there was an 
explosion, and then for a minute 
there was a minaturc firework display, 
after which it w;i.s all over, and all 
that could be found of the Ice was the 
pieces.

"The 1-J.sklmo," said tho ^ speaker, 
"Accepts life as it cornea, and does not ' 
complain when it treats him harshly." 
This may be illustrated by taking à 
comnion example. Th<> -lole food of 
the northern Eskimo is the walrus, and 
sometime.'!, when ihe huntlriR- ls-',bad, 
n whole .settlement will be reduced to. 
the point of starvation. The people 
don't complain, however, and the men 
go bravely forth in a last attempt to 
trap an unwary .sea-lion. In the end 
rhey usunlly do, and then the whole 
.settlement makes merry, and has a 
great tea.st, forgetting completely the 
hard weelis that have gone before. 

Surprising as it may seem, ;> these 
people also give much thought to' ra-, 
Mfious matters, and Dr. Raamussen 
told of a little chat he had with an 
aged E.skimo, in which the old man, 
who had never heard of the Bible, ex-, 
preased his opinion that whan - the ' 
world was young there was no light. 
"There were only men," .said he, "No 
women, anil all was peaceful." The ;

octur showed .a close-up picture pt i" 
this uncivilized philosopher, as well a« 
several good ones of the wlerd religi- 
ous dances which these people per- 
form, and which he .said reminded him 
of modern danclnc. .Many of the more 
ignorant natives are afraid of being 
photographed, fearing that they lose^' 
some Important part of themselves'^.'

The northern E.sklmo Uvea entirely 
in snow-liuts. and the conatructlon of 
one of these wa.s shown on the screen.

During the recent v sit of tho Im-

coming council. One or two colleges 
requested a great deal of detailed In- 
formation concern Tiir tho movement 
and this also has Influenced the poet- 
poncment of proceedings.

But, being human, and huvng cher- 
ished memories of noisy Jubilees fol- 
lowed by perfunctory gifts of candy 
and cigars at small town weddings, 
wo see with regret another pleasant 
remembrance gone the way of the 
days when we believed in Santa Cluus 
and Horatio Algier. 

Elimination of i)nneceb.sary cus- 
tcms, however, seem^ to have been a 
steady process since the world began. 
The Ten Commandments ''are .all pro- 
hibitions; negntivo legislation has al- 
ways formed a great pai l of the work 
of our law-making bodies. 

Applying generalities to things 
cIoBo at home is not unique, somo of 
the customs on the Iowa cnmptis 
have no more reason for lining lhan 
the tin-can serenade. Why not elim- 
inate some of the time- wasting or- 
ganizations which have outlived tho'r 
usefulness; the time honored yells 
Which have lost their thrill because

The 
priiiclpat unit In the Groeclan colonics 
was the City Stnto. The Senate per- 
formed the larj;er tunctlona of the 
state. The City Stale held swny In nil 
the colonU-a except Alexandria. U be- 
laiTic more of n Royal regldancc. 
There were thioi' rl.i.-^acs of citizens 
— slavos, rosldenl foreigner.---. .^nd• 
nobles. The Jews were divided In the 
s<!imo way thoy wore citizens us the 
Eçryptians !ind" the Oredks. 

.Mexaiulor next disciisaed thr de- 
volopmcni of the SynOBOgue. It 
claimed to exist Ijeforc and during the 
exile of the Jews. In a Greek state 
religion was a public function — a 
HOrt of cult. Men formed in certain 
oorporatlonn . In Athens, .ill thp cltl- 
zeng belonged to the same cult as all 
believed In the same gods. In Aloi- 
anrtrlR, Kmrtlans worshipped their 
(lodi, tlic New Greeks thnlris, and the 
Jews thtir Lord. The rise of the 
Syragoguo had a definite legtil ad- 
minlctmtlon. It grew up to be a com- 
muiMi] centre. In It there was no dc- 
inocrmcy. The noble In the street waa 
a' noble In the synaçognc, th« slave 
In the street wns a slave in the Syn 
acegue. The noble alw.iys held aloof 
from the others. 

y Am the Jews continued to live In 
Alexandria, BoHcnism grew. The 
common people were Hebrew to the 
cm*. The educated class and the 
money class became Greek In lamgu- 
ace-and manner. It became necessary 
to tï«niJate the Bible Into Greek for 
thrtr benefit. This was called the 
Septnaglni. 

The Greek colonlee continued to 
flourlah. They kept a close contact 
with 'Greece and Alexandrin and were 
helped by them. 

When tile Jews mlEratod to Alexan- 
dria, there were as many Jews in 
Judaea as there were outside. The 
upper class of Jews became' Hellenls- 
cd in Jud«pJ). The most Important 
■were the prlesn-s and these also bo 
came Hellenlsed. Thus there wan a 
coritllct between the upper rtaas and 
the pious Jews who were natlonalla- 
tlo because thoy <<aw the destruction 
of the Jewish state In the near future. 
The conflict was so great, that the 
HellenlstE In order to maintain their 
superiority, decided to call Antlochus 
Kp'phenls to settle the question. He 
helievd that men should not worship 
any gods but to worship him. He was 
a f.Tnattc. The Hellenistic Jews said 
that they tried to live peacefully, but 
the pious Jews wanted ..to., maintain 
their Jew'shness. Trtiiitional cere 
monies were the root of aJl this so- 
called evil. That was sufficient to 
arouse hiF angerv and he set about to 
(IPHtroy the temple, and all the Jewish 
customs. The Jews ware loyal to 
•ludiasm. As a rerult. a group of pious 
xealots .who were religious fanatics, 
undertook to flpht agaisnt the Syrian 
array, and on four different oecaaionï 
l>eat them back. They therefore main- 
tained the right to keep their re- 
ligion. Thdr motive was purely 
Hpiritual. Thus they overcame the 
^^tency to become Hellenlsta. lAter 
IFthe^jews ware conquered by the Ro 
mans which ends that period. 

."Hellenism and Hebraism are not 
the t»«rk of the HeUenlste and the 
Hebrew". With these words A. Edel 
' opened hie discussion on the relations 
of the Hebrews and the Greeks hlB- 
toriealty. 

He discuBBOd the cultural develop 
raont first. There are two aspects — 
one God. The idea grew out of this 

rude element by the GreekH ajid It 
ivoe taken up by Christianity. 

The more impoitant aspect Ui — the 
ten conrniandments. This is an IChl- 
caJ code. The prophets turned back 
the Jews to one God when otlier de 
JUes caroe. The Ethic* of tlie Pro- 
phets from the baais of our present 
lélaws. This was the great contribution 
Whtf'tti» Jewe to civilisation . As a. re- 
quit, ttie energy of the people was 
directed to tho Ethics. 

Next be itpoke about the Greeks 
During the years 1000-800 Ji.C, they 
mvept down from the north into Jonia 
Th all Greek states tyrants sprang up 
A tyrant ie one who takes the power 
by force. He Ik called an innovator 
Then came the Democracies. Th 
Gréelcs never brought in any religion 
They thought that their gods were 
human, but they were immortal 
Greek philosophy began very early 
They saw everything varied and the 
first th'ng they did was to search for 
a common substance. After a while 
they began to ask what was tho cause 
for motion. The Jews thought that 
God wa« a mover of matter and to ex 
plain this, a group of men suddenly 
arose., Thoy were called Sophicialti 

They were educators tearing 
down the beUtfe. Closely aseocfat 
ed with these was Spcrates. II 
turns his mind from Physics and 
wuiitcd to nn«w liow a. "man ithoutd 
' l'<ve and uct. His motto was Know the 
; Rlglit and act rightly. Tho moJ

At the heights of 27000 feet the ex 
pedltlon halted .nnil paitlos of two sot 
ul to ni.ikc tho fln■^l cllml). .Mr. Nor- 
on and Mr. Sunmiervllle reached tho 
record known height of 28.150 feet 

It was nearly time for the monsoons 
tor come on, the whole party was ready 
o return when Mr. Mallory and Mr. 
Irving decided to make one last .at- 
tempt, an attempt from which thoy 
were destined no ver to return. It Is 
probable they reached tho summit,' It 
possible they did not. No one 
knows bow they met their fate, It is 
probable no one ever shall. 

The only living creature seen at 
these heights was tho spider. When 
asked how they fed the naturalist of 
the party could only suggest they lived 
by cannibalism. 
The Expedition now set out upon 
heir harrowing and discouraging re 
turn Journey. Thoy had not been 
crowned with succms, but thoy had 
accomplished something never done 
before, and something which, In^all 
probability will not be repeated for 
some years to come.
